MAN-MADE RADIUM SUCCESS

BERKELEY (lP)—As a result of the , 


of synthetic radium produced by the | 


;famous cyclotron at the University of | 


California, a new cyclotron, three times 
as large as the present one, and which 
will make it the largest in the world, 
is to be constructed immediately, uni- 
versity authorities have announced. 

The cyclotron, which was the inven- 
E. O. Lawrence and his 
staff at the university, is a powerful 
machine, the present one weighing 65 
tons. It bombards atoms and breaks 
them into smaller elements. 

A few of the achievements to date of 
the cyclotron have been production of 
synthetic radium which is now known 
as radio sodium, and the changing of 
platinum into gold. 

The startling achievements accomp- 
lished by the giant machine attracted 
,such attention that scientists from the 
‘leading universities of the world have 
come here to study it. In addition, 
‘about a dozen other cyclotrons have 
| been constructed in the universities cf 
; the United States and elsewhere. 


The discovery, however, that radio 


_active salts can be produced in the 


machine and the possibilities which 
might develop from a medical stand- 
point by their use instead of regular 


‘radium, led to the decision to construct 
‘a new cyclotron that will weigh 250 


tons and which will be used largely in 
developing is possible use as a means 
of therapy. 

The first of these was made on mice 
afflicted with a cancerous-like growth 
and which had been used in the past 
in X-ray and other experiments in an 
effort to find a successful treatment 
for cancer. 


The expcriments showed that the 


.meutron rays were four times as effec- 


tive as the X-ray. Experiments be- 
ing carried on along this line are to 
demonstrate what effect the applica- 
tion of the rays may have on healthy 
tissue. The hopes of the cyclotron 
staff are that the neutron ray may be
